At the annual general meeting held ‘on 
‘Monday evening, the Chairman, the Hon.Mr. E. V. D. Parr, certainly 
made’ a most interesting speech. reviewing a_good_many important! 


subjects that have been publicly. discussed since the- Chamber met! 
‘last year, and in addition to that there was presented the usual 
voluminous report, full of correspondence that has ‘passed. It all 
reflects a great deal of work and it also reveals that the Chamber 
is fully alive to the needs of the day and has made strenuous efforts 
to get things more in line with idea! trading conditions, but we think 
it will be acknowledged by all who are candid enough ‘that a goad 
’ deal more in the way of booming trade could be done. 
. Looking at the subjects dealt with by the Chairman, we find that 
they certainly are important.
